THE LAND QUESTION, 


Mr. Oliver.—This question (thas been 
gone over ulready in the House since 
the bill came up, and I do not kn-w 
that anything new requiring special 
attention has been brought : before 
the House on this occasions The con- 
tention, as I understand it, is that 
the province is the better authority 
for the administration of the land. 
That contention bas already been 
glaced before the house, and in op- 
yosition to it fhas been placed the 
contention that the Dominion is the 
better authority for controlling these 
lands. There is no question involv- 
ed. as téithe respective, business abil- 
ty of the people of the Territories 

nd of the Dominion. There is no 
question as to the respective honesty 
of administration on the part of the 
territorial or provincial government 
is compared with that of the Domin- 
on. F presume there are honest men 
n the Territories as well as in other 
rarts of the Dominion and that the 
honest men ure fairly representative 
of the territorial or provincial gov- 
ernments. 

Mr. R. L. Borden—I only mentioned 
that because one gentleman from the 
Territories pointed out a danger 
from’ that source which I did not 
think existed more than would exist 
here. 

DOMINION INTERESTED IN SE 
CURING SETTLERS. 


Mr. Oliver—Provably not. I can 
only repeat what I said before that 
the Domirion government under the 
necessities of 'the case, under our sys- 
tem of confederation, necessarily has 
a greater in*erest in securing the 
establishment of a settler upon Jind 
n the Northwest than the provincial 
sovernment has. As I understand ‘t 
the Dominion revenue is principally 
derived from customs and excise, and 
each individual in the country con- 
tributes on an average about $80 or 
$10 per year for a family of five. 
{ do not know that these figures ar 
but they will do for 
the purpose of comparison. W hen 
you consider 


exactly correci, 


the various expendi- 

of those settled on lands im 
Northwest as compared with the 
dwellers in eastern cities, IT think it 
vill be admitted that a family in 
ihe Northwest Territories is worth p 


sreat deal more than $40 per year to 
the Dominion revenue. I would be 
nelined’ to think tbat such set- 


tler’s family established on their 
land would be worth perhaps $100 
per year tnstead of $40. To the pro- 
vincial revenue they are worth ab- 
solutely nothing; the province does 
not levy direct tax upon these set- 
tlers. 


INCREASED POPULATION MEANS 
- INCREASED PROVINCEAL 
BURDENS, 


It is true that a school district 

2 local {mprovement district may be 
organized, and the settlers may con- 
tribute to them by direct taxation, 
but under the system that has pre- 
vailed so far, the establishment of a 
school ‘district or a local . improve- 
ment district does not mean relief to 
the provincial treasury. Every group 
of settlers comimg mto the Territor- 
1s may be taken to mean the estab- 
lishment of a new school district 
ind Jocal improvement district which 
im turn meansa direct charge upon 
the provincial government just as it 
means 2 direct contribution to the 
Dominion treasury.
